IN ME MORI AM 

The Music Department was saddened last 
October by the death of one of our former 
colleagues. Dr. Helen I. Henry. On November 12th 
a memorial service was held at The First Baptist 
Church in Mansfield. 

Dr. Henry was born in Joliet, Illinois, the 
daughter of Donald A. & Elizabeth Conover Henry. 
She received her B.A. degree in Music Education 
from the University of Illinois in 1933, M.S. degree 
from Illinois Wesleyan University and her doctorate 
in Music Therapy from Northwestern University in 
1954. After her graduation from the University of 
Illinois, she taught at Riverton, Auburn and 
Palatine. She was in charge of the Music Department 
at Milwaukee-Downer College. After receiving her 
Ph D., she came to Mansfield as professor of music 
at Mansfield University, a position she held until 
her retirement in 1974- 

While a resident of Illinois, she was active in the 
Springfield Symphony Orchestra, and was one of 
the founders of the Springfield Municipal Opera. 
She also was very active in the Springfield Girl 
Scouts. 

She was a member of the Zonta International, 
Sigma Alpha lota Professional Music Sorority, 
Mansfield Public Library Board, and advisor to Tau 
Beta Sigma Music Sorority.

CONCERT CHOIR SPRING ACTIVITIES 

For the third successive year, the M.U. Concert 
Choir was invited by Colonel Arnald Gabriel, 
Commander-Conductor of the U.S. Air Force Band, 
Ret. to participate in the annual Choral and Band 
Spring Concert at the Danville, Pa. High School 
on March 1st and 2nd. Under Col. Gabriel's 
direction, the Concert Choir performed selections 
from "Kismet" and "Fiddler on The Roof" with 
band accompaniment and vocal soloists Sgts. Daisy 
Jackson, Robert Patton, and Robert Black, all 
members of the famed "Singing Sergeants", the 
choral organization attached to the U.S.A.F. Band. 
The featured work of two subsequent standing-room- 
only performances was "America's Reach For Th 
The Sky", an historic musical multi-media and video 
panorama of flight, portraying the chronology and 
spirit of the U.S. Air Force, in which Col. Gabriel 
coordinated all attendant forces to a rousing climax 
and two standing ovations. During pre-performance 
rehearsals and a professional recording session, 
Col. Gabriel, whose picture appears on the cover 
of the Nov.-Dee. (1984) issue of "Band" magazine 
accompanying an article, upon his retirement, in 
tribute to his career, shared many of his professional 
and musical insights with members of the choir, thus 
making the event a unique personal and educational 
experience, as well as a musically rewarding one. 

The annual spring tour of the Concert Choir 
will take place on April 17, 18 and 19 followed by 
the Spring Concert on April 21st at 3:00 P.M. in 
Steadman Theatre. All alumni and friends are 
invited to attend this admission-free performance. 
The tour will take the choir into the southeastern 
section of Pennsylvania and western New Jersey. 
In addition to a variety of selections from choral 
masterworks spanning many centuries, the featured 
work of the current repertoire is the recently 
published "Gloria" by John Rutter. This three 
movement work is composed for mixed voices, 
organ, brass and percussion and, as with so many 
other works by Rutter, is finding almost immediate 
popularity among serious practitioners of the choral 
art the world around. 

Although continually funded by the Student 
Government Association, the annual M.U. Concert 
Choir tours will become increasingly difficult to 
mount in view of the S.G.A. Budget Committee's 
decision to deny the Concert Choir's request for 
touring funds for the 1984-85 school year. Concert 
Choir was allocated $400 in comparison to the 
$2,200 allocated to the equally deserving M.U. 
Wind Ensemble which performs the identical public 
relations, good will and recruitment functions while 
representing the entire University on annual tours. 
Consequently, any and all donations specifically 
designated for this purpose from any and all Concert 
Choir alumni are always appreciated and will be 
added to the Concert Choir account administered 
by the 5.G.A. 


The spring semester enrollment of the Concert 
Choir is a well-balanced group of fifty-four 
rigorously auditioned mixed voices. New (this 
semester) accompanist for the choir is Miss Debby 
Gerhard, a sophomore mathematics major from 
Barnesville, Pa. Associate Professor, David J. Dick, 
conductor of the Concert Choir since 1967, will 
continue his outside conducting activities when he 
appears as guest conductor of the Cortland County 
(N.Y.) Chorus on March 22 and 23rd, 1985. 


BUSIE8T 3ABBATICAL EVER? 

Mr. Donald $tanley reports that his sabbatical 
activities are proving to be most enjoyable and 
rewarding. He has been studying tuba privately with 
Toby Hands of the New York Brass Quintet and the 
NYC Ballet Orchestra. During a week-long stay in 
Boston he was able to have lessons with Chester 
$chmitz of the Boston 3ymphony, Chester Roberts, 
retired tubist from the Cleveland Orchestra, and 
3am Pilafian, tubist with the Empire Brass Quintet. 
He also was able to observe the teaching of these 
professionals. In December he attended the 
Mid-West Band and Orchestra Clinic held in Chicago 
and was able to visit with Arnold Jacobs, tubist in 
the Chicago Symphony, and with Peter 
Hirschbrunner, famous tuba builder and designer. 
In addition to the lessons and practice, Mr. $tanley 
is performing as tubist in the Corning, N.Y. 
Philharmonic, the Williamsport Symphony, the 
Commonwealth Brass Quintet, and the Soutnern 
Tier Wind Ensemble in Elmira, N.Y. 

Professor Stanley also attended the National 
Conference of the College Band Director's National 
Association at the University of Colorado in Boulder 
from February 26 through March 1. At this 
conference he was elected President of the Eastern 
Division of the organization for the next two years. 
He had previously served as Eastern Division Vice 
President. 

Mr. $tanley will be serving as an adjudicator at 
several festivals later this spring. On May 2 and 3 he 
will be judging the concert band contest at the 
$henandoah Apple Blossom Festival in Winchester, 
Virginia. On May 4 he will adjudicate the concert 
band competition at the Mountain States Music 
Festival on the campus of Arizona State University 
in Tempe. On May 17 and 31 he will be in Hershey 
to judge concert bands during the Arts in the Parks 
Festival.
